The  Town  Council  Presents  the  following  Report  for 
the  year  ending  April  /,  1904. 


SEWERS. 

With  the  exception  of  300  feet  on  Grove  Street  the 
system  has  not  been  extended  during  the  year.  The  sewers 
have  been  well  cared  for  during  this  period  with  the  usual 
flushing  and  dragging.  The  popularity  of  this  department  is 
shown  by  the  large  number  of  new  house  connections.  As 
the  plans  for  sewering  the  Silver  Lake  District  in  Bloomfield 
and  Newark  have  not  been  perfected,  the  town  accepted 
$1,750  in  lieu  of  requiring  the  city  of  Newark  to  lay  an 
auxiliary  sewer  on  the  east  side  of  the  sixty-inch  water  mains, 
as  was  originally  agreed  upon  ;  the  amount  paid  being  the 
approximate  cost  of  the  auxiliary  sewer. 

ROADS. 

Under  the  present  form  of  town  government  no  exten¬ 
sions  of  our  hard  road  system  can  be  made  except  on 
petition  of  abutting  property  owners,  who  must  bear  the  cost, 
or  by  an  appropriation  voted  at  a  general  election.  No  ex¬ 
tensions  have  been  made.  The  appropriation  of  $10,000, 
(double  that  of  1902),  was  expended  judiciously  in  repairs, 
and  all  of  our  hard  roads  are  now  in  good  condition. 
Street  opening  proceedings  have  been  instituted  for  Weaver 
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Avenue,  Olive  Street  and  Race  Street  extensions.  Jerome 
Place  has  been  completed  and  accepted.  The  Linden  Avenue 
sidewalk  and  gutter  improvement  has  been  completed  and 
the  assessments  fixed. 

The  October  flood  was  severely  felt  by  our  town  and  a 
great  deal  of  damage  was  done  to  our  roads  and  sidewalks. 
They  were  promptly  repaired  by  the  Road  Committee,  with 
an  expense  of  about  $1,200. 

POLICE. 

The  usual  good  police  service  has  been  fully  maintained. 
The  department  consists  of  a  chief,  six  patrolmen  and  four 
specials.  Two  hundred  and  seven  arrests  were  made  during 
the  year  and  $538.75  collected  in  fines. 

LIGHT. 

Our  lighting  system  consists  of  eighty -five  arc  and  305 
incandescent  lights,  and  the  service  continues  to  be  very 
satisfactory.  Some  additional  lights  have  been  added  during 
the  year. 

PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

The  parks  have  received  their  usual  careful  attention. 

WATER. 

The  public  water  service  was  furnished  to  the  community 
by  the  Orange  Water  Company  for  about  twenty  years  under 
two  ten  year  contracts,  the  second  of  which  expired  July  i, 
1902.  Extensions  of  three  months  each  were  arranged,  until 
after  the  sale  of  the  East  Orange  portion  of  the  plant  to  that 
city  in  February,  1903,  when  the  company  opened  negotia¬ 
tions  with  Bloomfield  for  a  continuation  of  the  supply,  and 
submitted  a  proposition  to  sell  its  mains  in  Bloomfield  to  the 
town  for  $220,000.  1  he  Council  offered  the  company  $90,- 

000,  which  the  company  declined  to  accept,  but  made  a 
further  offer  to  sell  for  $150,000.  This  proposition  was  laid 
before  the  citizens  in  May,  1903,  but  negotiations  through  a 
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•  ommittee  of  fifteen  citizens,  of  which  the  Council  were 
members,  brought  about  no  more  favorable  proposition  from 
the  company,  and  on  October  8,  1903,  the  Council,  by  resolu¬ 
tion,  called  a  special  election,  which  was  held  November  10, 
1903,  and  the  proposition  of  the  company  was  rejected.  The 
Council  again  offered  $90,000  and  the  proposition  was  ac- 
eepted.  At  a  special  election  held  January  19,  1904,  the  cit¬ 
izens  voted  to  authorize  the  purchase  at  $90,000,  by  a  bond 
issue  for  that  amount.  On  competitive  bids  the  bonds  sold  for 
#92,736,  or  at  a  premium  of  3.04  per  cent.  The  details  of  the 
bond  issue  and  the  acceptance  of  the  plant  by  the  town  are 
now  nearing  completion.  The  proposition  of  the  water  com¬ 
pany  embodied  the  acceptance  by  the  town  of  the  existing 
contract  between  the  Orange  Water  Company  and  the  Mont¬ 
clair  Water  Company,  which  will  expire  May  1,  1905.  A 
number  of  sources  of  supply  are  open  to  the  town  and  satis¬ 
factory  arrangements  will  soon  be  made  for  furnishing  our 
citizens  with  good  and  wholesome  water  at  reasonable  rates. 

LAW  AND  FRANCHISES. 

The  laying  of  the  sixty-inch  water  main  for  supplying 
Newark  from  the  Cedar  Grove  Reservoir  through  Bloomfield 
Avenue  has  been  completed  satisfactorily,  and  the  Council 
accepted  $1,750  in  lieu  of  an  auxiliary  sewer  between  Wat  - 
sessing  Avenue  and  the  Belleville  line,  as  was  originally 
agreed  upon. 

Owing  to  the  refusal  of  the  city  of  East  Orange  to  grant 
a  franchise  to  the  Essex  Cross  Railway,  the  application  of 
that  company  for  a  franchise  in  our  town  has  been  held  in 
abeyance  and  is  still  pending. 

The  elevation  of  the  tracks  of  the  D.,  L.  and  W.  R.  R. 
and  the  erection  of  a  new  passenger  station  at  Glenwood  Ave¬ 
nue  are  still  under  consideration. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  policy  of  municipal  ownership  of  all  the  firehouses 
and  the  organization  of  a  new  company  to  be  known  as 
Montgomery  Hose  Company,  No.  4,  was  agreed  upon  and 
the  matter  of  the  construction  of  new  firehouses  for  all  the 
companies  except  Excelsior  Hose  Company,  received  a  large 
share  of  the  Council’s  attention,  but  no  definite  action  was 
taken.  Notwithstanding  the  discouragement  incident  to  the 
unsatisfactory  quarters  of  three  of  the  .  companies,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  department  have  maintained  their  loyalty  and 
efficiency.  A  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  department 
is  embodied  in  the  accompanying  annual  report  of  the  Chief 
Engineer. 


FINANCES. 

During  the  past  year  the  town’s  obligations  have  been 
reduced  by  the  amount  of  $27,500.  The  several  amounts 


paid  are  as  follows  : 

Union  Outlet  Sewer,  -  -  -  $2,500 

Short  Term  Sewer  Bonds,  -  *  •  4,000 

School  Bonds,  -  -  6,000 

Floating  Indebtedness,  -  -  11,000 

Special  Board  of  Health  Note,  -  -  -  4,000 


There  are  several  reasons  which  have  enabled  the  Council 
to  make  the  large  reduction  in  the  floating  debt,  viz  : 

The  practice  of  the  strictest  economy  on  the  part  of  the 
Council.  The  amount  of  $1,750  being  paid  by  the  city  of 
Newark  for  the  privilege  of  laying  their  water  pipe  through 
the  town.  The  activity  of  the  Tax  Adjustment  Commission 
in  bringing  in  old  back  taxes  and  two  tax  sales  by  the  Col¬ 
lector.  We  usually  only  have  one,  but  the  new  tax  law  re¬ 
quires  the  Collector  to  sell  property  at  a  certain  given  period, 
after  the  date  the  tax  is  due. 

All  bills  that  have  been  presented  have  been  paid,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  there  was  a  balance  of  $1,642.87  in 
the  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  general  town  account. 
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For  full  report  of  the  town’s  finances  see  the  Treasurer  s 
annual  statement.

FIRE  ALARM. 

For  the  past  year  the  system  has  failed  to  work  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  instances.  The  Superintendent  claims  that  it  was  due 
to  the  severe  weather  and  the  poor  place  in  which  it  is  housed. 
A  fire  alarm  box,  No.  16,  has  been  placed  in  the^  Empire 
Cream  Separator  Works,  as  recommended  last  year,  which  is 
private. 


OVERHEAD  WIRES. 

Since  my  last  report  I  see  that  they  are  taking  down  man}’' 
overhead  wires,  which  is  a  good  thing,  but  I  still  think  that 
all  overhead  wires  should  be  removed  if  possible. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  a  good 
pressure  being  obtained  at  all  fires.  We  have  now  184  hy¬ 
drants. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  condition  of  the  headquarters  is  worse  than  last 
year.  Your  honorable  body  has  the  matter  under  considera¬ 
tion  now.  I  hope  that  the  recommendations  passed  by  the 
Council  will  be  pushed  to  an  early  completion,  so  that  before 
long  the  firemen  will  be  placed  in  suitable  quarters,  which 
they  have  been  long  entitled  to. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  answered  twenty -two  alarms 
and  two  still  alarms,  against  thirty-one  alarms  for  the  previous 
year.  Fortunately  our  losses  have  been  small.  I  desire  to 
thank  your  honorable  body,  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
department,  and  also  the  police,  for  assistance  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  my  duty.
